Response to Amendment

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 1 - 9 are allowed. 

Referring to claims 1, 4 and 6-9, the innovative limitation that distinguishes the 
Applicant's claim is dividing the bit streams of the plurality of pages into a plurality of 
files based on resolution and then arranging those files of all the pages in combinations 
based upon either their common resolution or layer level.
